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HOW TO

On Tuesday of this week, Vancouver City Council 
approved a move to bring Vancouver into a possible 
age of repression. After a long afternoon session, nine 
alderman and Mayor Campbell took a recorded vote on 
the motion to purchase riot sticks for Vancouver City 
Police. The motion passed 5- 4, with Ald, Calder 
abstaining and retiring from the Council Chambers. 

The first part of the afternoon was occupied with 
Council’s reception of delegations from groups and 
individuals. These groups opposing the purchase ranged 
from TACUY to UCWIC to the B.C. Civil Liberties 
Association. A number of private citizens, as well, 
presented themselves in an effort to persuade City 
Council to defeat the motion. 

Two groups favouring the purchase also made their 
appearance. The first came from the Canadian League 
of Rights with a man by the name of Butler giving an 
extremely rightist presentation. The second was the 
Committee of Concerned Citizens, represented by a 
Mr. Spaetgens, whose argument was of a ‘law and 
order’ nature. 

It was Spaetgen’s wife who, during a 10 minute recess, 
attempted in a near hysterical fashion to have a Yellow 
Journal vendor arrested. Her attempt did not meet with 
any success, even from the council officer. 

When debating began among the council, it became 
a matter of revelation of attitudes and positions. 

Alderman Rankin made a forceful and articulate plea 
to defeat the motion. He spearheaded the attack by relating 
the question to general social problems— unemployment, 
poverty and the dignity of the deprived. With characteris- 
tic vigor Rankin questioned the real motives of the 
aldermen he knew would be voting in approval. He 
charged that most of those aldermen would not be voting 
according to their conscience but according to the 
upcoming elections. 

Two aldermen (Calder and Hardwick) argued that the 
question was not in the province of normal council 
activity and elected to reserve their votes. 

However, in council procedure, ifan alderman reserves 
his vote and stays in the Chamber it is registered 
as a negative vote. Calder left the chamber and Hardwick 
stayed — thus his vote was recorded as a ‘nay’.) 

The aldermen approving the purchase took the tack 
of ‘law and order’ as might have been expected: These 
were Sweeney, Adams, Wilson, and Bird, 

Mayor Campbell voted in favour as well, thus breaking 
a possible stalemate. Those opposing were Rankin, 
Linnell, and Phillips. 

The majority of opposition arguments centered around 
the alternative possibility of opening up more communica- 
tive channels between police and the community atlarge. 
There was a surprising abscence of rhetoric and most 
presentations reflected a genuine concern on the part 
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of the community to strengthen an open exchange with 
police, 

It appeared as if all possibilities of inter-communica- 
tion were thrown to wind with the result of the vote, 
which brought cries of dismay and disenchantment from

The anti-youth backlash is coming. Recently 
Mayor Tom Campbell gave the go-ahead on Fisk's 
request for 150 more riot clubs. And, of course, 
after a meeting with B,C. Police Chiefs 
Les Peterson announced some youth policy changes 
in his department, 

The two main changes are the lowering of the 
juvenile age to 17 (meaning those over 16 will face 
adult court and prisons), and the cancellation of an 
experimental moratorium on minor municipal and 
provincial laws for juveniles. 

According to Peterson, (who is expected to succeed 
Bennett asSocred bossman), ‘‘The increase in dissent 
and permissiveness amongst some of the youth in 
our provincenecessitates action being taken to ensure 
a respect for law and order,” 


LAWNORDER AT ROCK FESTIVALS, GATHERINGS 


Peterson also mentioned that he had set in motion 
machinery that would result in the passing of new 
municipal statutes leading to increased law enforce- 
ment at rock festivals, demonstrations, and other 
large gatherings. Also, he noted that “people in- 
volved” in an unlawful assembly could be charged 
after the event. 

Furthermore, the next house session is expected 
to bring forth new district laws that could outlaw

IDRILLING IN 


GEORGIA

(It seems that reports on local offshore oil activities 
recently published in the STRAIGHT have been too 
optimistic. This should set the record straight, Casper 
and Wendy, two friendly ghosts from a local univer- 
sity, have spent months closely watching the offshore 
oil developments that haven't made the news, though 
they should have. Anyone who cares at all about the 


|quality of life in the Gulf Islands area and around 


the coast should be interested in their findings. Wi- 
thout a guick reaction, we could end up righteously 
screwed,) 


Agatha Christie, where are you now that we need 
you? Was there really secret exploratory drilling in 
the Strait of Georgia last year? What is Lockheed 
up to in Juan de Fuca Strait? And what about right 
now — is there more drilling being done in Georgia 
Strait again? Figure it out if you can, 

Last year, Canadian Pacific Oil and Gas undertook 
what was billed as a “seismic survey” in the Strait 
of Georgia, CP was acting on behalf of Gulf Oil, who 
then and now held permits on the area roughly bet- 
ween Saturna and Quadra Island, inclusive. One mi- 
llion acres were granted by the Provincial govern- 
ment, but only 700,000 acres were granted by the 
Federal government. 

Seismic survey? A recent issue of OCEAN IND- 
USTRY magazine contained a map that showed wild- 
cat drilling as having been done in the Straits of Geo- 
rgia last year. 

Mistakes are made, but it?s extremely unlikely that 
an error was made in this case. Research for such 
maps is thoroughly checked out, as a reputation for 
accuracy is vital to any journal dealing with such 
technically conversant readers. It seems quite likely 
that we were deliberately misinformed — that dri- 
ea did in fact take pat in the Strait in secret. 


ment if the holes had been over a OU feet ey 
Under a Provincial permit, they could drill without 


any permission at all, irregardless of depth. And 
300,000 acres were under Provincial authority alone, 

Also, it would be easy to drill in the Strait without 
attracting attention, especially in a lonelier area in 
the fall For an ordinary-looking barge with a can- 
vas-covered derrick is quite able to drill in an en- 
closed area like the Strait without appearing in the 
least bit suspicious. 

A resident in Lund claimed that Gulf drilled sup- 
posed ‘‘water wells’? on Hornando during the summer 
of '69 also. While this, if true, does not necessarily 
mean anything, it does indicate that Gulf was interested 
in the area around as well as on the island, for it is 
unusual for a mjaor oil company to drill ordinary 


water wells — especially in the middle of an explora- - 


tory operation. 

Incidentally, the above island (which is not owned 
by Gulf) has had work done on it recently that would 
make it ideal for executive conferences. It has a very 
large house, with a partially completed airstrip, and 
there is a road along part of the east side of the island 
as well as a small dock, It appears that another island 
in the Strait is owned by the vice-pres of Gulf's local 
operations, although this may be for recreational pur- 
poses only. Curlew Island is much smaller, is watched 
by a caretaker, also has a house and appears to be 
seldom used. The island is posted all over with NO 
TRESPASSING signs, 

CP Oil and Gas (a subsidiary of CPR) finished their 
“seismic survey” in October, 1969, Since then, the 
public's fear of Santa Barbara-like oil spills in the 
Strait pulled the Federal Dept, of Fisheries into the 
act. Jack Davis, the Fisheries Minister, enthusiastically 
picked up the idea of an underwater park in the Strait 
which, if initiated, would keep oil drills away from the 
whole. area.

Unless the Provincial government has radically chan- 
ged, it seems almost certain that a public hearing on 
Georgia Strait drilling would not be allowed. In a letter 
replying to this query by SPEC’s Derrick Mallard, 
dated Oct. 30, 1969, Mines Minister Frank Richter 
refused to consider the idea, `

year. Whether these programs go through or not, 
they'll be just a small part of this year's offshore 
action. Because Lockheed Offshore Petroleum Serv- 
ices is here, bearing a gift for all good corporations. 

It’s called “A Subsea System for Deep Water Com- 
pletion and Production”. And it may revolutionìze 
the offshore oil business. Basically, what it does is 
draw the oil flows from a number of wells into one 
single flow, which is piped upwards from the ocean 


` floor. (See illustration), 


In effect, it will make it economically feasible to 
produce wells that up to now were just capped as a 
result of being in deep water or having a relatively 
small oil show. Up to 90% of the wells that are drilled 
and do contain oil and gas fall under this category, 
so its easy to see what an effect the subsea system 
could have on the oil industry. 

The system may well speed up drilling off B.C., 


if it works, because many parts of the potentially 


oil-rich basins along the coast are deep down, and 
thus will become really accessible for the first time, 
Also, the three relatively deep holes that Shell rep- 
orted as having oil and gas shows (they're off the 
west coast of Vancouver Island and the Queen Char- 
lottes) would now presumably be worth producing, 
particularly if other holes could be found nearby. 

Whether or not Shell will resume exploratory op- 
erations with the new system soon isn't clear. How- 
ever, Shell was one of the sponsoring companies for 
Lockheed's local tests (Mobil and Placid also spon- 
sored). Also, a spokesman for Lockheed suggested to 
one of the researchers that there was a possibility 
of drilling activity off the west coast of Vancouver 
Island — where two of Shell’s oil shows were. 

Lockheed appears to have other projects going, th- 
ough. Late last fall, reliable word was received from 
California that Lockheed Missiles and Space Company, 
Sunnyvale, Calif. — which is another subsidiary of 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation — ordered Lockheed 
Offshore Petroleum Services to do exploratory drill- 
ing in Juan de Fuca Strait. 

The orders were given around November. In the 
fall of '69 a wellhead cellar was constructed and out- 
fitted at Victoria Machinery Dept. However, Cramco 
Machinery, near Lockheed on Annacis Island, didn’t 
receive a utility capsule till midwinter. (See illus- 
tration for explanation of terms). 

Therefore, it seems unlikely that Lockheed could 
have gone ahead on any drilling work until a few months 
after word was first given. Since Lockheed is testing 
its system during May and June — it says—there may 
be a good chance that the drilling has not yet comm- 
enced, Another possibility, which seems fairly unl- 
ikely, is that “Juan de Fuca” was part ofa code 
meant to throw off possible detection of Lockheed's 
real activities in the Strait of Georgia.

As of this writing, Lockheed has completed their 
shallow water tests in Departure Bay, Nanaimo — 
according to their news releases, anyway. Unless they 
change their mind, they plan to carry out a deep water 
test this month, in about 600 feet of water just north 
of Lasqueti Island. This area is a part of the Comox 
basin, considered one of the likeliest areas to yield 
oil, 

Why is Lockheed testing their system in this area 
when water 600 feet deep is available closer to their 
base at Annacis Island? 

Some observations: 

— Six electric boats, of the type used by divers for 
moving eguipment under water, were ordered late in 
1969 from General Dynamics for use by Gulf Oil

Says course instructor, Brian Wells, “If there are 
ever any oil wells put in the Georgia Strait these boys 
will = lots of work.’’ (Vancouver Sun, Feb. 2, 1970,

— This spring a self-propelled barge was outfitted 
at Vancouver Tug and Barge with a crane, a winch 
and large bundles of 30 foot pipe. It was next seen at 
the C.P. dock in Nanaimo with a utility capsule and 
wellhead cellar (integral parts of the subsea system) 
aboard. Another barge covered with canvas (see.6th 
paraeraph) was moored alongside. The whole area 
was heavily guarded by Pinkerton security. 

What is really going on, at Lasgueti? Will C.P, 
Oil and Gas drill a test well for Gulf in the Comox 
basin area and will Lockheed test their system on it? 
Or is a well already waiting? And is the aim to test 
Lockheed's system or to put a well(s) into production? 

Only the oil companies and government officials 
concerned can answer these questions. But they're 
not telling.

Outside the door four people from the Vancouver 
Liberation Front gave out sheets putting down SPEC 
and members as too committed to the system to bring 
about the necessary change. And the people that attended 
the meeting, with some exceptions, certainly backed up 
the VLF accusations by the way they reacted when 
directly challenged. 

First Dr. Hugh Iltis, a Wisconsin University botanist 
spoke. He made a few new points, but seemed to think 
that the environmental dangers that threatened us were 
the likelihood that our grandchildren would have nomore 
flowers. By far the most optimistic speaker on environ- 
mental collapse that I have ever heard, 

Then Dr, Fred Knelman came on the stage. We’d been 
talking to him earlier, and he seemed like a nice guy. 
About 50 years old, but he had an open mind. Unfor- 
tunately he was on the tail end of a speaking tour, and 
his words and thoughts came out jumbled and confused; 
nevertheless it was a good talk, 

I think that he helped keep the meeting together by 
taking the VLF people, who'd come in to listen and talk, 
seriously — unlike most of the other people present, 
When one guy from the VLF stood up after Iltis’ speech, 
and asked the audience politely if they had learned any- 
thing, he got an almost hysterically ugly reaction from 
the mostly middle-class, middle aged crowd. They 
shouted, “Throw him out”, “Next question’’, and “Sit 
down” with great democratic fervor, 

Knelman later told them that it was'a basic guestion 
that should have been taken seriously, and later talked 
on stage with the guy who had asked the guestion, (Robin 
Harger, the chairman, had invited him to talk for five 
minutes “just so you can't say we didn't ask you.”) 

I think that the VLF misunderstood some ofKnelman’s 
points, but maybe he himself didn’t quite realize the im- 
pact of his words. Because to me it seemed he was ad- 
vocating a genuine revolution of the entire political, 
economic, human value system. From the way his aud- 
ience reacted before and after his speech, it would 
appear that the message didn’t get through to many, 
Knelman said, “We'll have to force (change of the 
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have all the answers that evening. But if they had had 
them, I doubt if the audience would have listened, As it 
was, over half automatically walked out when they were 
given the floor.

The propos- 
als are now under consideration by the attorney- 
general’s department, 
Peterson softened the impact of his announcement

And therefore, they are raping their 
environment at an even faster rate than we are, because 
they see themselves in a struggle for survival with 
the U.S,”

world Gross National Product scale, realizing the 
need to cut back on consumption. He said that Sweden 
is leading the way in developing a nation that puts 
quality of life before quantity of things.) 


“careful screening’? of 17 year old offenders by 
police, social workers, and probation officers before 
laying of charges. One who doubts that this theory 
will be validated in general practice is Mervyn 
Davis, executive director of the John HowardSociety. 
He said that in adult court charges are usually 
laid without such precautionary measures, and 
this was unlikely to change.

RETURN TO 
WOODSTOCK

Street people went back to Woodstock at the Down- 
town theatre last Friday. 

The week before the street people had been stopped 
by cops when they had tried to crash the movie, Last 
Friday they were saying the same thing: the movie 
is an exploitation of the youth culture. But their tactics 
were different. They were asking people to boycott the 
movie, 

Four people sat by the theatre and played drums while 
about 15 danced and picketed outside the theatre — 
very loud, cheerful and alive. They chanted ‘‘Peace, 
Love, Shut it down.” Other demonstrators handed leaf- 
lets to the crowd that quickly gathered. They tried to 
talk people out of going to the movie. 

And they were fairly successful. It appeared to me that 
at least one third of the people coming to the movie 
were turned away by the domstration. It was hard 
to keep track of numbers, because people who bought 
tickets were let into the lobby immediately, But it! 
looked like 200 to 250 people went to the second show 
on Friday night. For comparison the second showing 
Saturday night which was free from deomstrations 
drew a crowd of over 400, 

When I called the manager however, he said the 
demonstration had done no harm. “If anything it has 
upped our attendance”, he told me somewhat snarkily 
over the phone. But he wouldn’t tell me how many people 
had gone to the second showing on Friday night: ‘‘We 
don’t give out any ifnormation.’’ 

The manger was much in view on Friday.Glaring through 
the glass. Pacing in front of the theatre. And sometimes 
trying to intimidate demonstrators by placing his small 
frame right beside them as they tried to convince a 
movie-goer that his money Was better spentelsewhere, 


A typical conversation went: ‘‘Are you going to see 
Woodstock??? 
“That’s why I'm here.” 
“Well we're asking people not to go. We think it's 


a rip off. And we'd like you to read this leaflet before 


you make up your mind,” 

Some people were suprised that they were being asked 
to boycott the movie. They said they had thought the 
demonstration was a slick PR job. But the leaflet set 
them straight: 

“As members of the unpaid actors union, we would like 
to ask you to think twice about attending the movie 
Woodstock, 

“If the real WOODSTOCK meant anything, it meant 
that we should be together, to share our collective culture, 
The Woodstock movie then is a “rip-off” of the first 
order, in that the abnormally and unjustifiably high prices 
that are being charged toview it, throughout the continent, 
make it impossible for the people whose culture made 
the real event beautiful and FREE to attend, 

“The movie cost $200,000 to make and 5 sold to 
Warner Bros. for one million dollars, who now stand 
to make $ 20 — 40,000,000 off our rock’n’roll life 
culture. Warner Bros doesn’ t give two shits whether 
thousands of young people, the “stars’’ don’t have food 
to eat, a place to sleep, or decent clothes to wear in 
Vankouver this summer. They only care about $$$$$$$, 

Michael Wadleigh, the man who made the movie, has 
said that he would refuse to pay the prices to see his 
own movie (which has been butchered in Warner Bros, 
editing room), He has been regularly picketing in 
Los Angeles against the “rip-off” of the ‘‘People’s 
movie”, He is picketing the movie Woodstock for the 
same reason we are: It has been turned into another 
means of exploiting the youth community, without re- 
turning anything to that community, by culture vultures 
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seeking the fast buck. 

“Our demand is simply that the price be dropped to 
$1.50 for two days, a Friday and Saturday, and that the 
entire take for those two days be contributed to commun- 
ity services (the free store, switchboard, people’s defence 
fund, etc.). That is not too much to ask from a com- 
pany (W.B.) which stands to make millions off us. 

“Join us in boycotting this movie. If exploitation 
(even under the guise of hip kapitalism) continues, 
then the beauty and love that was WOODSTOCK has 
been shafted, and the experience and lessons of the 
movie will fall upon deaf ears, FREE VANCOUVER — 
FREE THE NORTH — NLF OF YIP,” 

After reading the leaflet, some people said they 
agreed but even so wanted to see the movie. Others 
who agreed decided there were other shows in town they 
could go to instead, 

One person said: “You're not going to tell me what 
to do. But he was told no one was strong-arming him. 
He was just being asked not to go to the movie, 

A heavy man about 40 came up and asked me what 
the demonstration was all about. I told him. He agreed 
that the movie was exploitation. But he also said: ““The 
whole society is exploitation.’’ 

There were cops around, but they didn’t hassle the- 
demonstration as much as they had the week before 
when people had tried to get into the theatre free, 

Some cops on bikes roared up in front of the theatre, 
stopped and then went off again without doing much, 

A car load of cops pulled up, and several got out, 
One was a beefy red-headed cop who had pushed people 
around with extra heaviness at the demonstration the 
week before. 

“He’s the one. He's the bastard,” someone called, 

And the cop turned around, hands on hips, sucking 
his lip. He stood there, challenging, and then went back 
to the car. The loud speaker from the cop car screeched 
something about clearing the streets. But it was badly 
tuned, and the message came across as noise. | 

The cop car left and the demonstrators continued 
talking to people going into the theatre. They marched - 
in a circle in front of the theatre, chanting “Free 
the Culture. Free Woodstock. Smash Capitalism.” Two 
people drove bicycles up and down in front of the 
theatre carrying “All Power to the People” signs. 

After the second show started, I asked the woman in 
the ticket booth how many had gone in. She wouldn’t 
tell me. And then she went after the Straight, 

“All the passes we give out to you guys and then you 
go and write those things in the paper,” she said. She 
was referring to the article I had written in the Straight 
about the first eens ication, and also to ae fact that 
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off,” 

“Its incredible,” said the woman selling tickets. 
I hadn’t taken a free pass and said so— with the right 
tone of self-righteousness. 

As the demonstration was packing up to go off to 
English Bay for a dance on the beach, one of the ushers 
came up and said “You guys are sure trying to hurt 
us,” 

He was told that the demonstration wasn’t againsthim, 
He had to work and was probably being ripped off by 
the management by being underpaid anyway. Instead 
the demonstration was against the manager of the theatre 
and the owners of the film (Warner Bros.) who would 
make all the money while returning nothing to the people, 

He asked: Didn't we think other theatres were doing 
the same thing. We agreed. Woodstock is just the most 
obvious example. And someone else said all the theatres. 
would all be closed down in the revolution and then 
opened up in the name of the people, 

Woodstock is on for at least another week, There 
may be more demonstrations, There was one Saturday 
night, As the audience left the final showing they were 
met by people marching and singing in front of the 
theatre.

COITU S 
INTER- 
RUPTUS 


The oldest method of birth control known to 
be still in use is coitus interruptus (“withdrawl 
or “being careful”), Even today it may be the most 
widely used method, 

Coitus interruptus is clearly better than no 
method at all, however it is far from safe. 

Method: 

This method of conception control is very simple: 
just before orgasm the male withdraws his penis 
from the vagina and region of external genitalia 


of his partner, and ejaculates on the skin of the. 


woman’s stomach or lower abdomen region, or 
on to the bedclothes, The man's sperm is thus 
prevented from entering the vagina, and pregnancy 
cannot occur, 

However, both partners are often left tense and 


unsatisfied because of this sudden interruption of 


coitus. The ejaculation does not have the benefit 
of assisting pressure of the vagina. Moreover, the 
woman is deserted at the high point of excitment. 
This can lead to harmful psychic and physical effects 
because of frustrated orgasm and congested genital 
organs. 

Difficultues involved with method: 

In the presence of a suitable moist environment, 
sperm may not only survive but also succeed in 
reaching the ovum and effecting fertilization, During 
sexual intercourse, the external female genitalia 
as well as the vagina are sufficiently moistened 
by coital secretions to provide an environment 
in which sperm may not only survive but even 
migrate within the reproductive tract. Therefore 
if intercourse takes place during aperiod or time 
when fertilization of the egg is po: 


the ejaculate near the external female genitalia 


could result in pregnancy. 

It is important to remember that sperm cells 
within semen possess mobility of their own. When 
semen is deposited between the labia (external lips 
of the vagina), the moisture may often be sufficient 
for sperm to retain and exercise this mobility 
(whereas semen deposited on the skin quickly 
evaporates and sperm die), 

Many couples often rely on intercourse between 
the labia or between the thighs in the mistaken 
belief that they do not run the risk of pregnancy. 
However cases are recorded of women who have 
become pregnant although the hymen remained 
intact (ie. they were still technically virgins). 
Ejaculation too close to the external female genitalia 
can cause pregnancy. 

Effective coitus interruptus, involving withdrawal 
before ejaculation, requires the man to be aware 
in advance of -when ejaculation will occur. However 
evidence shows that complete ejaculation in a single 
emission (one powerful gush) occurs less than 50% 
of the time. At other times semen can be expelled 
intermittently or in a slow stream. Whether in 
these cases the man is aware of the exact moment 
when semen begins to escape, or whether he feels 
only the last portion of the ejaculation, is not 
known. 

Also, Kinsey points out that with the imminence 
of orgasm both men and women experience a condi- 
tion that varies from mild to considerable clouding 
of consciousness, in which all coital movements 
lose their voluntary character and become invol- 
untary. This condition may last for several seconds, 
and during it a conscious action such as withdrawl 
is impossible. The shorter the duration of coitus, 


‘the more difficult it is for the man to recognize 


the boundary between different phases of felling 
and behaviour. Those who lack considerable sexual 
experience find it even more difficult to determine 
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accurately and consistenly the imminence of orgasm. 

Sperm may enter the vagina even if withdrawal 
is successful because sperm cells may leak at 
the beginning of coitus, When erection occurs, a 
drop of liquid is produced by mucous glands inside 
the urethral opening. Spermatazoa (sperm cells) 
mobile and viable after many hours, have been 
found in these mucous drops as well as in ordinary 
urine specimens. Because such a drop of moisture 
may actually be deposited in the vagina at the 
beginning of coitus, conception could theoretically 


result even though intercourse is interrupted before 


ejaculation. 

There are further difficulties involved for men 
who are not circumcised. If coitus occurs once, 
followed by ejaculation, some sperm may remain 
alive and mobile underneath the foreskin. If coitus 
then occurs a second time, these living sperm 
may be introduced into the vagina. 

To summarize, pregnancy may result despite use 
of coitus interruptus since sperm can enter the 
vagina in the following ways: 

1, ejaculation in stages, or interruption of coitus 


after some semen has already been deposited in. 


the vagina; 

2. inability of some men to withdraw the penis 
from the vagina in time; 

3. ejaculation close enough to the external sexual 


organs of the woman that spermatazoa can migrate 


into the vagina; 

4, before ejaculation, escape of a drop of semen 
containing a number of sperm; 

5. presence of sperm underneath the foreskin 
of men who are not circumcised. 

The chances that No.4 or No.5 would lead to 
pregnancy are slight because of the very small 
number of sperm involved. 

Interrelated physiological and psychological pro- 
blems connected with method: 

Masters and Johnson have clearly demonstrated 
that with sexual excitation complex anatomical 
and physiological changes occur in genital and 
perigential structures, After orgasm complementary 
processes occur which return the structures to 
a normal state. However this process fails to occur 
in the same orderly and relatively rapid fashion 
if sexual excitation has not culminated in orgasm. 
Occasional failure to reach climax after excitation 
is probably not harmful but it would be unrealistic 


to expect that repeated interruption would not 


result in some observable changes. 


Urologists condemn coitus interruptus, attributing 


to it various difficulties with the male prostrate 
gland. However, there have been no methodical 
studies on this question, and therefore conclusions 
are not well substained, 

Psychological problems related to coitus inter- 
ruptus have been considered more carefully, and, 
due to a relation with such problems as impotency 
and frigidity, coitus interruptus can often be a 
dangerous practice, 

Some cases of impotence which occur in connection 
with coitus interruptus can certainly be explained 
on a physiological basis, especially for those men 
who have a premature ejaculation. However, the 
majority are probably far more closely linked 
to psychological factors, The man may be tense 
and anxious, afraid of not being able to control 
himself and at the same time afraid of a possible 
disturbance of potency. If he has ever been impotent 
while attempting coitus interruptus he may soon 
find himself in the vicious circle so characteristic 
of impotent men. “Unsuccessful” coitus produces 
the strong fear that the next attempt will also 
be unsuccessful, which almost unavoidably leads 
to exactly what is feared, The man may soon 
believe himself “incapable” and be overwhelmed 
at the thought that his partner will also believe 
it. This can be an almost insoluble problem, esp- 
cially at the beginning ofa relationship, before the 
partners know each other well. 

The psychological stress of coitus interruptus 
can also result in unresponsiveness in women, 
Frigidity develops primarily on a psychological 
basis, although it can also result from certain 
physiological conditions (as can impotency in men), 
It is certain that in most cases a combination of 
factors is present, 

In older literature it is stated that withdrawal 
without orgasm for women can lead to a congestion 
of blood in pelvic organs and eventually to pelvic 
inflammation. However, interrupted coitus differs 
from completed coitus only by seconds, and if the 
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It should be remembered that in both sexes this 
vicious cycle is not unique to coitus interruptus: 
it can appear with any form of conception control — 
or with none, 


other 
methods. 


So-called contraceptive methods which are, for 
all practical purposes, ineffective need not be 
considered extensively by this handbook, These 
methods include: immediate post-coital douching, 
total self-restriction of female orgasm known as 
“holding back”, prolonged nursing and coitus re- 
servatus. ` 

There are serious drawbacks to use of the 
douche as a contraceptive method. If there is 
to be any possibility of effectiveness for conception 
control, the douche must be used immediately 
after intercourse — an unpleasant interruption for 
the woman. More significantly, at that time, the 
pressure of the douche might easily force con- 
centrated sperm into the cervical orifice; sperm 
could very well continue and effect fertilization. 
On the other hand, if the pressure of the douche 
is inadequate to distend the vagina, sperm remain 
untouched in the vaginal crevices. For these reasons 
the douche should not be considered a contraceptive 
method, and must not be used for conception control, 

It should be noted that too frequent douching is 
harmful since it destroys protective bacteria in 
the vagina. 

The strong coal tar “feminine hygiene” disin- 
fectants should never be used, If notmixedproperly, 
they will burn the tissues. 

It is a relatively common belief that if the 
female partner “holds back” and does not permit 
herself to achieve orgasm during coitus, pregnancy 
is impossible, This belief is based on the mis- 
conception that women, like men, ejaculate in 
orgasm a substance that is necessary for fertili- 
zation. While it is true that there is a release of 
fluids when a women reaches a sexual climax, 
these fluids simply facilitate the swimming move- 
ment of sperm. in the partial absence of these 


secretions (absence is never complete), sperm ean f + 


still reach the Fallopian tubes and fertilize an egg. 
There have been many pregnancies in women who 
have never had orgasm. 

There is no truth to the belief that as long as a 
woman is nursing a baby she cannot conceive. 
Because of hormonal balances, during early months 
of breast feeding ovulation may be delayed, but this 
protection does not last long, nor is it reliable, 

The practice of coitus reservatus is similar 
to coitus interruptus (withdrawal), The essential 
difference is that wheras in coitus interruptus the 
male partner does not allow himself to achieve 
orgasm and ejaculate within the woman's body, 
in coitus reservatus there is no ejaculation. The 
male does not withdraw, but remains in sexual 
contact during the female partner*s orgasm and grad- 
ually his erectionsubsides.Such control for an hour 
or longer, it has been reported, reguires training; 
further it is highly probable that some sperm will 
escape through the erected penis even though the 
male partner does not ejaculate. The control that 
is necessary for utilization of coitus reservatus 
as a contraceptive method cannot be maintained 
by many men. The same psychological and physio- 
logical arguments against coitus interruptus are 
directed against coitus reservatus. 
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partners ar e in sexual harmony the interruption 
can only mean that on some occasions the woman’s 
orgasm is somewhat less strong than on others. 
Although this may become a psychological problem 
if the women believes that she has missed something 
important, it cannot lead to physical damage. 

The woman’s fear and lack of confidence can 
also be important contributing factors to her inability 
to respond, She may fear she will be cheated of 
orgasm of that the man may not withdraw in time, 
and thus may be tense during the entire coitus, 
Thus, the same cycle which is seen in men can 
result — fear, causing incapacity, causing fear.

GEORGIA STRAIGHT 


The following is slightly modified text (he was tired 
and some of the wording was confused) of a speech 
made by Dr. Fred Knelman at last week's open meeting 
of SPEC, Dr, Knelman is actively involved in changing 
the code of ethics for engineers and scientists. He is 
an engineer himself — ““regrettably” he says, 


Pd like to give you some kind of overall perspective 
of ‘the environmental problem’. Not all of us see this 
as having the highest priority. Some of us who live in 
ghettoes — some of us who are black, or are politically 
radical — may see other things as having higher prior- 
ities. 

But I think that we spend too much time attacking 
symptoms; too much energy is spent simply reacting 
on a very narrow, regional basis. Of course, this is 
important too, but at some point we all have to come 
to grips with the basic problems, 

Now the one activity that is growing at incredible 


rates — so that no other area of human activity can com- ' 


pare with it — are all fields of science and technology. 
It doesn’t matter what area you study, whether it's cen- 
tral or peripheral, overseas flights or the size of bombs 

.All these areas are growing at rates of 710% per 
year. Thats four times as fast as population, They are 
all growing without any visible controls, 

We have here, of course, a totally laissez-faire res- 
ponse to technology. An illustration of this response is 
this law of technological man: invention is automatically 
followed by use. 

There are no decisions made at any point on whether 
or not to proceed with, say, the SST— supersonic trans- 
port. The government merely rubberstamps into use 
what has been rubberstamped into production by industry. 
Nobody thinks about the outcome — whether or not the 
SST will be in fact an improvement on present life- 
styles, And this rubberstamping proceeded despite thou- 
sands of individual court cases and a storm of protest 
about the likelihood of widespread ecological damage 
from sonic booms alone. The very existence of means 
constantly, inevitably determines ends. 

There is a basic reason for this. And that is — 
nothing serves the means of power more immediately 
and completely than technological prominence. The 
achievement of technological power is of direct service 
to the economic and political structures that themselves 
reinforce the growth of technology. The ‘system’ is 
self-reinforcing: a vicous circle that is extremely 
difficult to crack from within, 

It isn’t hard to find statistics that illustrate what 
I mean by this phenomena of uncontrolled growth, A 
particularly prime example is military technology. 

Lets just take a look at the increase in the size 
of bombs between ar and 4 ید‎ in Rt Jair 


5500 tested a gwg device at Alan ernordo "that 


was equal to 20,000 tons of TNT. In 1950, the hydro- 
gen device was between 4 and 5 million tons of TNT, 
In 1954, the famous “Bravo’’ nuclear bomb was about 

10 million tons. In nine years a single bomb had grown 
in power from 8 tons to 10 million tons of TNT. 

This incredible growth is not matched anywhere by 
social controls. Our only means of worldwide social 
controls during wars are the ‘international’ bodies of 
law and order. They don’t even approach the capacity 
necessary to stop this mad self-defeating arms race, 

This issue of the lack of human control over the 
exploding technology is THE critical issue of our 
time. And the reason that controls never catch up 
is, once again, that this technological pay-off is so 
irresistable to the political structures that are being 
served by it, 

Under our present structures or systems then, we 
have a laissez-faire, insane, runaway growth of tech- 
nology on the one hand, and on the other, increasingly 
lagging human controls and an inability to create pol- 
itical and economic structures that would control growth. 

Now, this growth dilemma is a universal dillemma — 
you can apply it to population, for instance. 

A Canadian in his lifetime consumes about 50 times 
the resources and energy of an east indian in his life- 
time. We can’ t do that — when the total quanitity 
of earthly resources are so limited, We can’t continue 
to consume at our rate while those in the underdeveloped 
countries multiply and at the same time have rising 
expectations. The pervasion of media into the most 
remote areas of the globe have resulted in a suddenly 
awakened desire for wealth and goods on a scale with 
the wealthy nations of the world. We have a geomet- 
rically increasing population with geometrically in- 
creasing wants. 

So technology has rendered all kinds of structures 
totally obsolete — but we haven’t yet learned to re- 
structure, 

Pollution is a beautiful example of this — one of 
the prime examples. In the kind of political and eco- 
nomic structures we have now — we have built-incom- 
petitions to poMute. (If you take 2 companies, and 
they're both in the same production area, and they 
both know that they don't have to pay for pollution — 
that's immorally deferred as a social cost, a tax on 
the future — then Company A, if it pollutes more 
than Company B, is a richer, more successful company, 
For Company B has expended some of the profits 
into pollution eguipment while its rival has invested 
all its profits into further expansion, 

Of course, the success of Company A is a delusion, 
for under this type of economic structure we are 
heading for a serious ecological depression within 
the decade. Already in Toronto, and Rotterdam, along 
with other parts of the world, there have been seven 
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Toronto, when the pollution level becomes so great 
that the companies responsible can be detected, then 
those companies have to close down until the level drops 
again. This is something that is going to happen every- 
where until there can be no production at all, because 
otherwise large-scale human deaths from air pollution 
will become common. So we face an ecologically- 
triggered depression unless we change the economic 
and political structures responsible for the dilemma. 

There is something inherently wrong and destructive 
in this kind of theology of growth. And in the fact that 
all of our structures are so dedicated to it. 

Look, aS someone once put it, if you had lived in 1928 
in Los Angeles, and could have gone from 1928 to 1968 
in 24 hours, and seen the difference, you would have had 
a revolution, Now why would Vancouver like to become 
like Los Angeles? (Probably refers to plans now being 
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disaster? We have to unlock ourselves. 

I believe that more and more our concern must not 
be just the pollution problem. That isn’t enough, For 
some, as I've pointed out, it isn’t the issue of greatest 
priority. It may not be the issue of highest priority for 
the world: there could be an escalation in Indo-China, It 
is guite possible it could extend to the dropping of 
nuclear bombs. There's a lot of documentary support 
for that idea — a great deal. 

Then the issue of survival will not be peace-time 
pollution — as the issue of survival is not the issue if 
you are starving. So that we must more and more think 
of the environment as the total environment in which 
there are at least four highly discernible world problems. 

Population IS one. A population bomb going off in India

Hip advertising is merely advertising (and advertising 
is part of making PROFIT), The hip ad likes to pre- 
tend it isn't advertising, but it's guickly seen that it 
contains all the elements of straight advertising. Look 
at what this pot-opera is centrally doing. The ad preys 
on the misery of this woman (suggesting: is this your 
situation too?) in order to suggest that its product is 
an indispensable part of the solution to her problem, Of 
course, maybe it doesn’t do the whole job, but then there's 
the grocery boy left over, and presumably, a few inches 
off the page (certainly near enough to your favorite 
masturbatory fantasy, run, don't walk), he has his own, 
presumably, male chauvinist, ideas of what's going on. 
Or, Amy can easily be translated into a middle class 
woman listening to Guy Lombardo, getting ready to sew 
those curtains she bought at Simpson-Sears. Only the 
objects have been changed to protect the capitalists. 

The thing about capitalist advertising is its adapta- 
bility to changing circumstances. It isn’t hard to project 
this ad a couple months into the future: “Amy Foster 
felt pretty relaxed once she got home to the Women's 
Commune after an afternoon of exposing some male 
chauvinists.”” Any image can be capitalized on, The 
record companies are allowed to say ‘fuck’ in their 
promotion literature now, 

Well, you've more than got the point by now. Two 
points extra for anyone who noticed that the guy who 
jilted Amy is part of the managerial class in a hippie 
capitalist clothes establishment, Of course, the ending 
of the ad is toomuch: instead of the individualist-escapist 
solution of heading north suggested earlier (without 
making a point of how these escapes are only possible 
if you own Chevy campers and have bread for stereos), 
she can groove on night-time'L,A,, as though the whole 
thing were taking place in a bygone pre-pollutionist era 
(or is the ‘indigo’ sky a chemical result partly achieved 
by the Reprise factory smokestacks),

sticks before Council had authorized them. His public 
announcement of his action weeks later was not only 
granstanding: for headlines, although he successfully 
achieved this. It has ulterior political motives — it 
,Was a provocative act aimed at inciting and encour- 
aging those bigoted elements in our community who 
hate all youthful dissent, who hate labor unions, who 
label all criticism of the Establishment as “Commie- 
inspired,” 

We have had no incidents in Vancouver warranting 
the use of three foot riot sticks. 

As for the May 8 youth demonstration in front of 
the city police station, chief constable Fisk informed the 
board of police commissioners that “dispersement. 
action was taken by the police and this without injury 
to citizens or police. Why then this sudden haste to 
get riot sticks? 

Chief Constable Fisk also informed the board that 
earlier the protest group ““moved to the Burrard Build- 
ing, where the doors to the office of the U.S. Consulate 
were forced and an American flag stolen and subse- 
quently burned on Georgia Street.” Fisk also used this 
incident as a reason for renewing his demand for 
riot sticks. 

But Fisk hasn’t explained why he didn’t order the 
police to guard the door of the U.S. Embassy and 
prevent it from being broken down. Not a few people 
have voiced the suspicion that this demonstration was 
allowed to continue because some people wanted argu- 
ments to use against anti-war demonstrators and for 
the acquisition of riot sticks. 

Three foot long sticks won’t silence dissent or pre- 
vent strikes or stop picket lines. The right to dissent, 
to assemble and demonstrate can’t be limited by police 
clubs. 

The vast majority of those whodemonstrate and parade 
in our city do so peacefully. The actions ofa small 
minority of ultra left elements who provoke incidents 
can’t be used as an excuse to take away the democratic 
rights of all. 

The social ills of our society — war, poverty, un- 
employment, ineguality, discrimination — must be pro- 
tested if they are to be changed,

The reasons for this are simple, The cops may 
try and stop people from entering and setting up the 
Party. This would be easy to do if people straggle in 
individually.

The Party won't be highly structured. The musicians 
won't be held to playing sets.

All sorts of people will probably come in and set up 
concessions. Some of these are bound to be rip offs. At 
a people’s party goods should sell at a minimum pro- 
fit. If people feel they arebeingrippedoffby a concess- 
ion, they should get together, approach the vendor and, 
work out a fair price, If the vendor insists on ripping 
people off, he can be asked to leave. Or his goods 
can be declared communal and redistributed. 

And on one type of ripoff in particular. There will 
be a regular dope report from the workshops. If you get 
burned (cheated) tell people with bullhorns what the 
person who sold you the stuff looked like. Collectively, 
we can make sure that pushers of bad acid, mescaline 
or whatever don’t burn more of our sisters and brothers, 

The politics of the Party are collective, People coming 
together in groups to help and protect each other. The 
workshops are intended to equip people with the skills 
and knowledge necessary for liberation and survival, 

*ECOLOGY WORKSHOP — They will organize a task 
force of people at the Party to keep the park clean.

We found many obstacles in our path. People are 
apart. They are separated by gaps of race, religion, 
sex, nationality, age, education, and authority. We had 
to recognize this, and we DO now recognize this. We 
know that we are not together, and that until we are, 
our ideals will remain hopeless dreams. We must 
understand why we are apart, and struggle to break 
the barriers between us. 


TO LIVE WE MUST SURVIVE 


Survival means getting together and staying together, 
It means becoming aware of our power, and collectively 
learning thé skills we need to defend ourselves and 
our culture from pig repression and capitalist rip- 
off. We have to be strong, and learn to feed and care 
for ourselves. 

The Party is a way of getting together and will be a 
place for learning skills. We know there may be trouble 
caused by those who hate our lifestyle and rip-off 
our culture, but we will not give up the discoveries 
we have made together, nor will we pay to have what 
we’ve already got or let others do what we can do 
ourselves, free. 

We’ll hear our music publicly, in the sun, whether it. 
freaks out the parks board or nolL 

We'll teach each other medical, legal, self defense 
and other skills, whether the pigs dig it or not, 

We'll protect our culture from rip offs. We'll do 
it for free, and we should be willing to fight any mother- 
` fucker who tries to stop us. 

We are a revolutionary culture. Over the years what 
began as a simple revolt against the fucked up values 
of North Amerika has become a movement with its 
own creations, its own ideas, its own lifestyle. 

. From the bullshit sounds of Dean Martin and Herb 
Alpert we found the Rolling Stones, B.B. King, and 
Jimi Hendrix. 

Because we couldn’t relate to the bullshit jobs with 
plastic people in plastic offices, we learned how to 
live cheap, without working or working as little as 
possible on meaningless jobs. | 
— Because we saw through the money myth and the 
capitalist bullshit about how you have to rip off your 
brothers and sisters to live, we learned how to live 
collectively, and to take care of one ORE for free, 
with no strings attached, 

٠ And out of all those experiences. we learned that 
all the wars and hatred that tear the world apart

TO SURVIVE WE MUST FIGH 


Our culture was revolutionary. Its success and con- 
tinuation meant the destruction of capitalism. The 
ruling class, then, had to defer the bomb. It tried to 
co-opt youth culture — it tried to buy our culture, 
Now they try to sell it back to us, 

We sang songs TO and FOR each other. Now we 


capitalists try to sell us poor imitations of our original 
style, We developed a distinctive language. Now, even 
Richard Nixon can talk “hip talk’’.. 

We smoked dope and got busted. We got angry and 
were put down. We sought peace, but were forced to 


_ support war. 


But our previous experiences helped us. Our col- 


A lective life-styles allowed us to be many times as ef- 


fective and powerful as our previous individual life- 
styles. There are blocks, such as racism and chauv- 
inism to our getting together, but we must struggle 
_ to overcome, 

We now recognize the true nature of the repressive 
pig-nation, We know we cannot be free in ìt. We know 
we cannot co-exist with it, We must bring the mother- 
fucker down, Peace signs have been replaced by fists. 


. Peace marches have been replaced by people actively 


supporting liberation struggles. Confrontations pred- 
ominate as demonstrations prove futile, 

But our motivations are still the same. We seek 
peace. But it must be an active peace, a peace where 
the people are free, not enslaved. Peace is not just. 
the absence of war. And we are motivated by love. 
Love is that quality which makes the happiness of 
another essential to my own. I cannot ignore my brother 
when he is being fucked over. I cannot feel free while 
he is oppressed. I cannot be satisfied while he is 
hungry. For my sake, as well as his, I must fight, 
And I must not stop until the last human is free; until 


the last pig is on Old MacDonald's Liberated Farm, 


The capitalist is big. His pigs are tough. His system 
is powerful, His technology unsurpassed. But he does 
not have the people. The people — those millions 
of exploited and oppressed — will tear the state app- 
aratus down to the last brick. With all their money, 
capitalists will be unable to defeat all the people 
united in common struggle. 

Power is ours. But we must first sieze it, Stanley 
Park and the Party is a step in that direction, To 
revolutionary youth this can only be considered the 
beginning. 

We will struggle together and we will work together. 
We will enjoy the culture and we will dig the presence 
of our brothers and sisters, At the Party, we will be 
free, Free to love. Free to control our living situa- 


tion. The Party will, most of all, be fun, It is the

will have repercussions all over the world. Japan has 
just dropped the old policy of controlling the birth rate. 
The government is actively encouraging people to have 
large families again. It’s afraid that the labour force 
will die out because of stringent birth control measures, 
and the government must ensure thatithas the population 
to support the production and consumption race they are 
having with the U.S, They hope tohave the second largest 
Gross National Product per capita by the end of this 
century. 


So now in this small country, with the highest population . 


density in the world, the government is going to promote 
births, with all the problems it will bring. All in order 
to achieve a position of great wealth and power. (Note: 
B.C. will serve Japan asa major source of raw materials 
for this expansion. Dr, Iltis compared this new birth policy 
with Hitler's before he led Germany into its war for 
‘lebensraum’, Iltis also said that this policy may well 
lead to a massive war for space in Asia. This view is 
backed up by present U.S. activity in the area, both open 
and undercover, and the fact that theU.S. has just agreed 
to the rearming of Japan — the first time Japan will have 
arms since WW II,)

The population problem is an obvious problem and we're 
all connected to it, locked in as we are within the 
spaceship. 

Another problem is war — nuclear war. The ultimate 
degradation of our environment, As you know, trees, 
which are very sensitive, can take about 150 roentgens 
of radiation — that will kill them. Human beings can 
take about 600 roentgens. But you know whatcockroaches 
can take? About 150,000 roentgens. So the cockroaches 
will inherit the earth — not the meek. 

It is hard to relate to nuclear war. It is terribly hard 
to find a way to stop the mad arms race and the pro- 
liferation of nuclear weapons. What can one person 
do when anybody who has a nuclear reactor operating 
for ten years can make clandestine atom bombs? I could 
make an atom bomb if I had enough plutonium 239, How 
are we going to control this? 

Here's another case of a mad, insane growth which 
is not under control and which inevitably will explode — 
by accident or madness. 

The third great problem is the environmental des- 


truction now reaching critical levels in some places. 


This is also a global problem — the first principals 
of ecology is that life is indivisible. And we perceive 
so little of what is happening, We perceive dirty water, 
we perceive our own coughs, we even perceive statis- 
tics when we know that respiratory disease is going up 
at roughly the same rate as air pollution in big cities, 
But it's very hard for us to see what's happening on a 
global scale, which is most terrifying of all.

There are at least 500,000 new chemicals in our 
environment and virtually none of them have had their 
longterm chronic or degenerative effects measured. We 
just don’t know what they are doing or will do alone 
or in combination, 

We don’t even know what's happening with DDT. And 
HALF of all the DDT that has ever been used since its 
invention never even hit the ground, It’s floating in 
the atmosphere — falling out like radioactivity, ac- 
cording to local climate and weather changes. (Note: 
high DDT concentrations have been linked to sterility 
in birds. And already, B.C. tests on mother’s milk 
have shown DDT levels that are considered too dan- 
gerous for food by health authorities. ) 

So we have no idea of the danger of all these things 
that we are loading into the atmosphere, the lithosphere, 
the hydrosphere. What we do know is that we can soon 
expect an incredible rise in environmental disease. 
But what is more frightening is that for the first time 
in the measured history of civilization we are up- 
setting certain natural balances that have sustained 
life for 400 million years. These balances, that have 
provided all our needs — oxygen, temperature require- 
ments and so on— are for the first time being tipped 
over. 

This is a collective, global threat. It transcends all 
other threats because no existing ideological struggle 
can have a winner. Battles can be won temporarily, 
but NOBODY can win this war. And even now we're 
getting measurements that show we are moving inex- 
orably towards major changes in world climate which 
could profoundly change human life, if not end it, 

So there are three problems. But ‘the other, which 
we should never, never forget, is the maldistribution 
of health and wealth, I am often struck that many people 
have exclusive issues, or exclusive strategies and” 
they forget that fact that we live in a world of cruelty 
and injustice, poverty and hate — this is an environ- 
mental problem. We must think in terms of TOTAL ~ 
environment if we are to solve any problems at all, 

If we are to survive, we must control growth — all 
kinds of growth. And recycle and use our energy and 
resources in a very creative way, We must create a _ 
new economics, a new politics. 

I am not a doom theorist, incidentally. Because all 
over the world people are increasing their awareness, 
and getting involved on a local level in solving the 
problems Pve listed, The key lies in getting together, 
(Dr. Knelman then went on to suggest that all those 
present join SPEC, including members of the audience . 
like the Vancouver Liberation Front people. He sug- 
gested that they join and change it to what they wanted 
it to be. Calculating on his suggestion that each mem- 
ber of SPEC get a new member every month, it would 
seem that over 36 million Canadians would belong within . 
a year. Which would indicate a lot of enthusiasm in a 
population of 20 million,) 

Can you imagine how powerful that would be, if 
we could all agree on how to restructure society so 
that our economic and political systems served human 
welfare through human love? We could do it! We do 
have the power — in our brains, in our hearts, in our 
pockets, in our vote — to change the course for man, 
And the people who start with the position that it’s 
impossible, that the system is too strong — you are 
assuring disaster.

INTERVIEW WITH “HIJACKERS” 


WE HAVE CARRIED OUT A REVOLUTIONARY MILI-

—Seven members of the Central Commando of Resistance 
of the Dominican Republic arrived at Jose Marti In- 
i ternational Airport in Havana on May 13 from Santiago 
de Cuba, where they had landed aboard a plane of the 
Dutch West Indies Airlines (ALM) which was diverted 
to Cuba while on a schedule flight between Santo Dom- 
ingo and Curacao, 

The young revolutionaries are Victor Veloz de los 
Santos, Miguel Martinez Rincon, Camilo Ventura, Miguel 
Angel Nina, Arsenio de los Santos Veloz, Francisco 
Antonio Gonzalez and Enrique Nunez Frias. In a meet- 
ing with newspapermen they said that the main reason 
for their armed action was to denounce before the whole 
world the proimperialist regime of Joaquin Balaguer 
and U.S. intervention in the Dominican Republic, on the 
eve of the electoral farce scheduled for Saturday, May 
16, 

The action was named Julian Augusto Parahoy, after 
one of their comrades in struggle who was recently 
murdered, 

The young Dominican revolutionaries told of the lack 
of guarantees for human life in that country, adding 
that the regime does not respect the rights of political 
prisoners or those who simply oppose the reelection, 
stating that these persons are subjeêted to torture 
and jailed without being tried. The young revolution- 
aries emphasized that obtaining political asylum amidst 
a climate of repression and death is practically im- 
possible. 

The Central Commando of Resistance, which carries 


on its struggle in the underground in the Dominican 
Republic, is made up of students, workers, peasants 
and other progressive elements determined to carry on 
the revolutionary struggle. 

The young revolutionaries were in complete agree- 
ment in pointing out that the political situation in their 
country is one of increasing violence and repression. 
They said that, while the candidates of the diverse 
politicking parties go around the various cities looking 
for votes, dozens of students, workers and others who 
oppose the regime are murdered in thestreets or thrown 
into prison and tortured. 

When asked about the people’s opinion of one or another 
candidate, all seven agreed that none of those politi- 
cians represent the will of the people or the legitimate 
aspirations of Dominicans. However they pointed out 
that, thanks to the support given Balaguer by Yankee 
imperialism and the brutal repression by Balaguer’s 
thugs against any demonstration repudiating his regime, 
he is the candidate most likely to win in the reelection 
farce. 

De los Santos said, “That will mean not a victory for 
Balaguer, but rather the continuation of a long struggle, 
which, already begun, will gather in strength, It is 
for that struggle that the Dominican people are preparing 
today, for the people know that the possibility of a new 
Yankee invasion exists. It is real, but we are not afraid 
of it, and there are old debts to be settled that date back 
to the interventions of 1916 and 1965,” 

The young revolutionaries told of various clashes 
with the police, who could not stop the people from 
parading and gathering on April 24 and April 28 to pay 
homage to their martyrs on the occasion of the fifth 
anniversary of the Yankee aggression which was so 
courageously fought off by the people headed by Colonel 
Francisco Caamano. ‘‘Despite all the spectacular mea- 
sures of security and repression,’’ said Miguel Angel 
Nina, a university student, “‘the people poured out into 
the streets.’’ Only a few days away from the electoral 
farce — that has the blessing of the U.S. Ambassador in 
the Dominican Republic and the Washington Government 


— the young revolutionaries say that the diversion of 
the airliner has contributed to the demoralization of the 
people and put Balaguer and his henchmen in a ridicu- 
lous position. 

Speaking of what Balaguer has described as “uncon- 
trollable forces,” Miguel Martinez Rincon pointed out, 
“Those ultrareactionary elements persecute and murder 
those who oppose Balaguer, and they have Balaguer’s 
full support.’’ 

Martinez also said that a little over a week ago, 
when a pro-Balaguer campaign caravan made up of 
those elements was passing by a humble neighborhood 
called Guachupita and cries of “Balaguer, murderer!” 
were heard, the group opened fire, killing a 7 year-old 
child, 

In reference to the sinking of the two Cuban fishing 
boats and the kidnapping, the Dominican revolutionaries 
emphasized the responsibility for the U.S. Government 
in these actions. 

Victor Veloz de los Santos commented, ““The imper- 
ialists really hate the Cuban Revolution, That’s why 
they support such actions, because, without that support, 
the counter-revolutionaries wouldn’t be able to do any- 
thing at all,” 

“The Yankees are the ones who are supplying those 
cowards with weapons, and the whole thing was planned 
by Nixon,” Miguel A. Nina emphasized. The group of 
revolutionaries took advantage of the subject under dis- 
cussion to speak of the support that Balaguer has been 
giving to Cuban counterrevolutionaries for many years 


and of his complicity with imperialism in all such acts 
of aggression. They pointed out that the political adviser 
of the Dominican President is Santiago Rey Pernas, who 
was Minister of the Interior in the Batista regime. 

Speaking of this new imperialist aggression against 
Cuba, Enrique Nunez Frias — who was imprisoned for 
four months and subjected to torture in the La Victoria 
jail, where he went on a hunger strike for 31 days — 
said, “The cowardly, aggressive nature of the Yankees 
is well known in my country.” 

In answer to guestions as to their future plans, the 
seven revolutionaries said that they wanted to cut cane 
together with the Cuban people in this harvest. Arsenio 
de los Santos said “The Yankees want to place obstacles 
in the way of the harvest and the Revolution's economic 
plans, but they will fail in that, too.”

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“Dear Dr, Hip Pocrates: 

I have been smoking marijuana with a friend of 
mine (not steadily) for four years. We both suffer 
from eye irritation every time we smoke it, This 
irritation seems serious enough (extremely red, swo- 
llen and sensitive to light) to raise the question of 
whether or not it is posSible to be allergic to marijuana 
smoke, or if it is a side effect occurring toa few 
unfortunate users. | 

Only a few of the many people we know that smoke 
marijuana seem to reach the point of eye irritation 
that we do, Since I have gotten contact lenses, about 
two years ago, it has become increasingly unbearable. 
My friend does not wear contact lenses yet her eyes 
become just as badly irritated, 

When we use eye drops, it gives a very temporary 
relief of perhaps 30 seconds, and it must be reapplied 
every five minutes. It’s not very convenient, to put it 
mildly, 

Rather than give up the pleasure of smoking dope, 
is there any prevention; cure or possibility of this 
being an allergy?’ 


ANSWER: Marijuana commonly causes red eyes due to 
a widening of blood vessels in the white of the eyes. 
The severe symptoms you describe are unusual but 
could be caused by this effect of marijuana. Allergy to 
marijuana is another possibility but you'd probably 
have other symptoms such as wheezing or sneezing. 

See your family physician or an ophthalmologist if 
you think they can dig your problem without freaking. 
Or call the nearest Free Clinic and be seen there or by 
a member of the volunteer staff, But do not use contact 
lenses over irritated eyes. 


Perhaps it won't be long before people can freely 
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tell all their problems to. physicians. The Student 
A.M.A., formerly a puppet organization, has recently

A.M.A. passed proposals including these: 

“That S.A.M.A. go on record supporting the view 
that problems of drug abuse are not primarily criminal 
problems but are health problems with legal implica- 
tions, and as such must be dealt with by health prof- 
essiona ls, 

“That S,A.M.A, endorse that the use of cannabis 
be governed by laws similar to those already existing 
pertaining to the use of alcohol.” 


“That S.A.M.A. endorse the concept of methadone | 


programs and other programs for the legal distribu- 
tion by licensed medical centers at minimum costs 
of narcotic drug substitutes for the chronic mainten- 
ance of addicted persons.” 

The medical students also recommended that all 
U.S. medical schools have at least 20% of their classes 
filled by minority members by the 1975-76 academic 
year. 

Further evidence of progress — the S.A,M.A, res- 
olutions were prominently featured in the A.M. A, news, 


But other inanities continue. Senator Dodd has att- 
empted to blame the My Lai massacre on the use of 
drugs since otherwise American soldiers couldn’t mur- 
der women and children in the style of the Nazis, 
could they? 

And the June l6th issue of LOOK has an article 
called “Does our Army fight on drugs?” by Joel 
Kaplan, M.D,, formerly a major in Vietnam. Describ- 
ing the Vietnam variety of marijuana, Dr. Kaplan 
says “Patients told me that pot in Vietnam produces 
a trip like LSD. It is a hallucinogen, and they said 
that, depending on the stress they were under, they 
often became angry, upset and/or paranoid,” 

It’s easy to understand one could become “angry, 
upset and/or paranoid” in Vietnam stoned or not 
But drawing conclusions about marijuana in this man- 
ner is like studying the effects of alcohol using a 
sample of skid row bums. Obviously very few people 
who use alcohol wind up on skid row. 

Later in the article Dr. Kaplan describes a Green 


Beret who had smoked marijuana, ingested a barbi- 
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turate and injected opium: ‘‘He was screaming and 
trying to fight. I had to give him sedation. He seemed 
about 6 feet, 2 inches and 200 pounds, The next day, 
I saw him in the ward; he was 5 feet, 6 inches and 
140 pounds,”

“NOTES”

DALLAS, Texas (LNS) — In line with similar actions 
against underground papers across the country, 
Dallas is coming down hard and fast against DALICAS 
NOTES, 

The most recent incident supposedly stems from 
the cover picture of the June 3-16 issue ofa nude 
male leading an anti-mini-skirt protest, Urged on by 
the “Citizens for a Decent Dallas”, the District Att- 
orney and the City Attorney asked that a temporary 
injunction be issued against NOTES and its editor 
and publisher, Stoney Burns (nee Burt Stein) on the 
grounds that “the sale and distribution of such mat- 
erial to minors would cause irreparable injury to 
(their) morals and general welfare.” 

NOTES responded by first not showing up at the 
hearing on June l2 and secondly by presenting a motion 
to declare Burns a pauper and therefore unable to pay 
court costs, 

On the same day the office received an anonomous 
telephone call to the effect that there were plans to 
raid them for dope. Everyone cleared out, They re- 
turned to find two men leaving the office. The door 
had been kicked in, two stereos and records destroyed, 
a nude painting slashed, and the staff camera stolen, 

One member of the staff was arrested in front of 
the court house when she tried to sell a copy of NOTES 
to a Dallas County Judge. Burns had earlier in the 
week been indicted on charges of interfering with 
police during a civil disturbance April 12, 

The latest issue of the paper appeared on June 17. 
“Citizens for a Decent Dallas” and City councilmen 
are still wondering what to do about it since the temp- 
orary injunction didn't seem to have any effect, The 
result has been to make NOTES more popular and to: 
get it open support from the establishment press. 
Obviously the issue here is not the nude picture (nudey 
magazines are regularly distributed in Dallas unre- 
touched) but rather, as the Stoney Burns defense case 
States, “the controversial nature of the newspaper”

a few interesting “electronic” effects, but they are 
unfortunately brief, 

As well, compared to Zappa, Mandrake Memorial's 
compositional skills in the electronic and classical, 
sounding material aren’t very imaginative, Like the 
Romantic-symphonic Moody Blues, MM seems haunted 
by the stigma of 19th century classical music, as can 
be heard in their use of lyrical string lines for back- 
ing in several spots. Like most classical-tainted rock 
groups, they've yet to catch up to Penderecki, Xenakis, 
Boulez, Cage, and Stockhausen, 

The album as a whole is subdued, hesitant about 
breaking away from a rock foundation (sorry about 
that) as Pink Floyd did brilliantly in Ummagumma. 
Still, Puzzle is a relief from the AM-oriented gar- 
bage that floods today's record market since it doesn't 
condescend to a commercial level, Though I can't 
buy Poppy Records’ contention just yet that “in the 
next few months the Mandrake Memorial will become 
one of the important innovative groups in the rock 
movement” perhaps their next album will be the de-

They're the first generation to be raised 
on smog and Spock, transistorized music and frozen 
dinners, parental permissiveness and paperback pornies, 
They're into a lot of trips and some of them are real 
bummers,’? 

And that particular writing style is consistent through- 
out each of the 570, 

“Los Angeles, 1960: another class of students at 
California High is getting ready to burst out into the 
world,” 

Varooooooom! Vrooooooom! Vrooooooo00000000000m! 

Apparently this novel is about “lives...played out 
against the background of the early Sixties: Kennedy's 
presidency and assassination, the space program, Watts, 
student protest, Vietnam,” 

A serious drawback to this book is that there are no 
pictures, although the print is guite large, 

“California Generation focuses on California, but it is 
about. ail—the.kids who grew up in the Sixties: their 
problems, their morals, their fears and ideals. Itis a 
big novel of our time, written with incisive compassion, 
that takes a scorching look at the anatomy of a troubled 
decade.’ 

The California Generation is a bottle of flat Pepsi, 

This book is too silly to be offensive, too much a 
loser to rate as a ‘“bad-therefore-fun’’ number. I can’t

THE POVERTY WALL by Ian Adams, McClelland and 
Stewart, 154 pages, 2.95 and PATTERNS OF POLITICS 
by Charles Taylor, McClelland and Stewart, 160 pages, 


The best first — Ian Adams' POVERTY WALL, 
Skillfully' written, and imminently readable, Adams” 
personal recollections of life behind the poverty wall 
are grimly etched, 

A denizen of Skid Row and the unemployment gueue 
turned journalist, Adams alternates portraits of Can- 
ada's dispossesed (women without men, miners, In- 
dians and Metis, the urban and rural poor), with stat- 
istics and statements from government officials, bus- 
iness men, etc, 

The irony is savage, the bitterness barely contained, 

We sit with Adams in a bleak Newfoundland kitchen 
talking to a miner who couchs out the last few weeks 
of a life spent underground, Almost all the local men of 
the miner's generation are dead or grievously ill with 
lung cancer obtained in Aluminum Company of Canada's 
Burin Peninsula flourspar operation, The mine pro- 
duces $2.25 million in ore annually. The miner’s highest 
wage was $2.16 an hour, He worked for Alco twenty- 
seven years. 

We travel to Northern Saskatchewan (and folks, the 
opening of this chapter contains one of the finest 
descriptions of the prairies I’ve read in quite a while), 
to a marginal dirt farm. 

The farmer has split, leaving his. wife and three kids 
to make it, (if they make it at all) on welfare. The 10 
year-old son has been busted in Saskatoon, and the 
welfare worker tells the mother she should pull up 


the only slender roots she has, and move to the city. 
A fifteen year-old cousin has come to stay with the 
family. She is pregnant. By her father. 

We leave the mothér on the back porch with the 
brooding land, head in work-hardened hands, tears 
flowing soundlessly between her fingers. 

Any federal or provincial programs already estab- 
lished are incompetent, Adams tells us, mainly because 
the poor have little role in deciding where the money 
should go. They live at the ass-hole end ofa system 
designed merely to perpetuate, not alleviate their suf- 
fering, and their children's suffering. 

The cycle of poverty is vicious, a closed system that 
allows entry, but no exit. Except for the rarely talented 
individual like Mr, Adams. 

And Mr. Adams has at least moved from the ass-hole 
to the balls of the system, It will be interesting to note 
where he goes from there. He is angry, a good writer, 
and he knows whereof he writes, The combination is 
unforgettable. Dig it, 


* * * 


Then there is Mr. Charles Taylor. Charlie is an aca- 
demic par excellence, a politician unreguited, (he was 
trounced by Trudeau in the ‘68 Mount Royal riding), and 
he presents us with his views of Canada's social, eco- 
nomic, and political problems, and the heady NDP sol- 
utions, (He is Vice-President of the NDP.) 

THE PATTERN OF POLITICS, it would seem, is the 
sort of work the North American new left is constantly 
asked to write by the straight media. (“'They're great 
at burning down banks, and smashing windows, but the 
New Left lacks long-range theoretical answers to the 
problem.) 

Oddly, Taylor quickly dissociates himself from the 
heart of new left politics with the following statement: 


“But is this rebellion really a ground of hope for those 
on the left? [donot think so. Rather than being an antidote 
to the sickness of our civilization, the more extreme 
campus rebellions seem a symptom of it, For they are 
locked into the same fundamental ideas as the society 
they combat.’’ p.62 | 


But the real kicker occurs in the next paragraph: 


“Our civilization. . .should be indicted for the shallow 
utopianism that it inherits from the Enlightenment, the 
belief that all will be well if we can just effect the right 
changes in social engineering.” p.63 


And then it's off and running with Charlie and the NDP 
for 100 pages of social engineering, If we figure that 
Ian Adams is shaking the system by theballs, then Charlie 
Taylor is surely lodzed somewhere in the cerebrum. 

POLITICS includes doctrinaire and fairlycomplexanal- 
yses of Canada's corporate economic structure, a 
dissection of what Taylor terms “the politics of con- 
sensus,’’ and Taylor’s solution to the problems, the key 
phrase being “the politics of polarization.’ 

The way the good professor sees it, Trudeau rode into 
office on the politics of consensus by seeming the young, 
dynamic, representative of a new Canada, But Tru- 
deaumania features only the appearance of change, not the 
reality, And who can argue with that? 

We might also agree with Taylor’s criticisms of this 
country’s economy (i.e., “the branch-plant economy,” the 
ripoff of our natural resources, the absurd freedom of 
corporations tocontrol the entire economy, the prevalence 
and waste of advertising), but it is hardly original. 

In Chapter 5, “Power and Participation,)' Taylor 
almost makes it to the heavy stuff, A consumer-oriented 
economy, he says, leads us into private, and empty 
acguisitional ego-trips. Where, he asks, have the old

Johnson expressed these doubts during a 13-hour 
interview with Walter Cronkite for a CBS' television 
special, 

The former president apparently had second thoughts 
about making his doubts public, however, and insisted 
that CBS delete all references to them from the tele- 
vision tape. 

The deletions demanded by Johnson were described 
by CBS officials as in line with an agreement permit- 
ting the former president to review and cut “comments 
involving national security.”

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CAMPUS COP CONFERENCE 


June 24-July 1/1970

The international convention at the University of 
Victoria last week was like many other conventions — 
a mixed business and social affair. In the commons 
block distributors had set up displays of the latest 
manufactured items of interest to the peopie at the 
convention, And of course the display space had been 
sold by the organization holding the conference in order 
to help pay some of the costs. All done on sound cap- 
italist principles. 

But there was an additional factor which brought 


public attention on the conference — if only in Vic- . 


toria. It was the annual convention of the Internat- 
ional Association of College and University Security 
Directors (IACUSD), Campus cops from across North 
America met in Victoria for five days last week. And 
mixed in with displays of spotlights, parking meters, 
locks and alarms there were shotguns, mace dispen- 
sors, a tear gas and smoke generator, riot sticks, 
helmets and hand guns. 

The outgoing President of the campus cops, Swen 
Nielsen from Brigham Young University in Utah, ob- 
ligingly posed for press types. He tried out the new 
toys, looking grimly Nordic as he handled a Pepper 
Fog tear gas and smoke generator. And the PR man 
for the conference, Herb Voye, said the expense was 
the only reason security forces on U.S. campuses 
didn’t have this new fangled riot equipment. 

Either on display or listed in catalogues on the site 
were: (1) “Shock batons’? or less euphemistically cattle 
prods. These batons deliver “a mild electric shock” 
which has “a powerful psychological effect on the 
recipient”. (2) “Billy clubs” with “attractive turned 
beading’? that fit snugly into the hand. (3) “Riot batons” 
with “28 ounces of lead’’ in each end. (4) “Sap gloves” 
with powdered lead in the knuckles and palm. The 
University of Victoria last week was a good place 
for students to find out what was in store for them. 

In a less grim vein were the “Pig Pins”. Silver 
oxidized or gold plated little pigs could be ordered, 
These are “worn by police officers proudly’’. They 
are pinned to the tie. I was told that almost half the 
security officers at the conference were wearing these 
pins. 

The Georgia Straight didn’t receive press notifi- 
cation. So most of the information in this article is 
based on the accounts of five U, Vic. students who 
attended some of the conference. 

Of the nineteen displays only three related to wea- 
ponry. Distributors George F, Cake Corp. from Berk- 
eley and Federate Labs Inc. of Saltsburg, Pa. set up 
the displays of weapons. They are tied in with Smith 
and Wesson and with Douglas Aircraft. The third dis-

tributor, Walter F. Stephens of Franklin, Ohio, was 
described as “small time”. This company's display 
was mostly literature rather than actual physical hard — 
ware. They were also pushing the pig pins. 
Representatives from the distributors were there to 
tell people how to order to fill their security needs, It 
was in part a trade fair. But the organizers said there 
were no actual sales made at the conference. The 
weaponry was just there for advertising purposes. 


NO MILITARY DISPLAYS 


However, the weapons weren't there for long. Some 
students objected to the displays of militaristic power 
on the mild University of Victoria campus, 

Norm Wright, a former student president, was in 
Victoria on business the Monday the conference opened, 
When he went to have lunch in the Commons block he 


was confronted by the arms display. Wright called 
the press and said if the arms weren’t out by the next 
morning the building would be picketed, 

“My reaction to these displays was revulsion,” 
Wright told the press. The displays were “foreign, 
strange, bizarre and unwelcome in Canada.” The rìot 
equipment was out of place on a Canadian campus and 
had no business being displayed there, Wright said, 

The displays were packaged up and sent back on 
Tuesday. But not before crisis meetings of adminis- 
tration and conference personnel. On Monday the Sec- 
urity Director's president, Swen Nielsen, said the de- 
mand was illegitimate and emotional. But by Tuesday. 
PR man Voye was saying that Wright’s demand was 
legitimate and the arms were being sent back because

the campus cops didn't want to embarrass U. Vic's 
administration, 

In leasing the space to the IACUSD, U. Vic. had 
apparently relinguished control over what would be 
done in the space. And the association had subleased 
space to the distributors. I was told that legally there 
was no way U. Vic's administration could get rid of 
the displays. 

U. Vic. President Bruce Partridge disclaimed any 
knowledge of the displays. He said on radio that he 
couldn't keep track of every little thing on campus. A 
surprising statement as he was scheduled as having 
already given the welcoming address on Monday. 

Partridge is an American import, brought directly 
from the States to be President of U, Vic, After plead- 
inc ienorance he said it didn't matter anyway. He 
thought the convention had the right to display what it 
wished, 

This position is rumored to have caused the first 
major split between Partridge and the Chancellor of 
the University, Roderick Haig-Brown, a well known 
conservationist. ‘‘Apparently the establishment in Vic- 
toria was not too happy about the riot eguipment,” I 
was told. 

This was an international conference. Someone told 
me it was “the first major international conference 
at U. Vic. And it had been organized by local Security 
Director Tom O'Conner, who has a seven man crew 


and deals with traffic and minor security matters. . 


He does so in a very friendly manner, I was told, 

O’Connor was organizing a conference for all the 
-heavy-weight American Campus Security forces. Some- 
what like a small town cop organizing a conference for 
big City Chiefs. Picketing the warfare displays would 
have been considered a serious blow to U. Vic’s pres- 
tige by the University administrators, who worry about 
that sort of thing. 

So the conference bowed to pressure and the arms 
were shipped back. But the matter isn’t closed, The 
incident has prompted some students to take issue 
with Canadian involvement in the American dominated 
campus cop organization. 


LITTLE CANADIAN CONTENT 


Of the 163 universities represented at the conference, 
about 15 were Canadian. U. Vic. and Simon Fraser are 
two of these. Canadian representatives walked around 
and preened about how lucky they were that the riot 
equipment was not necessary in Canada. They were 
apparently unconcerned about the possibility that their 
presence in an organization where this equipment was 
used..would influence them to take a similar course. 

And they were also unconcerned according to Brian 
Green, Academic Affairs Chairman on U. Vic’s AMS, 
about the extent to which the conference was American- 
ized, Even the style of the conference was American, 
Green said, A very structured arrangement for speeches 
and events, PR men, and a newsletter during the confer- 
ence were all part of the American style. 

Green called for Canadian Universities to get out of 
the IACUSD, The riot control equipment was indicative 
of how alien the organization was to the Canadian 
environment, he said. “By remaining members we tend 
to support the methods and philosophy of police oriented 
security actions in the U.S.” 

Green said he was writing Canadian universities to 
find out which ones were associated with the IACUSD, 
He will then ask student Councils to demand that their 
university withdraw from the association. 

However he was uncertain about whether the U. Vic 
AMS would support him. He said they would be sym- 
pathetic to the motion, But would probably take a week- 
kneed position, claiming that the call for withdrawal 
would endanger the good rapport they had with O’Connor 
and his security force, 

A further difference between Canadian and American 
Security officials, Almost all the American campus 
cops at the conference were deputized sherrifs. They 
had full police powers, of arrest, warrant, investigations 
and protection of property. Most carry a variety of 
weapons — guns, batons, gas and mace. One security 
chief when asked who he was responsible to replied: 
“Myself and my men are at the disposal of the Pres- 
ident of the University.” In many cases they are the 
private army of the administration. 

Guelph and possibly McGill are the only campuses 
where security officials have police power, I was told, 
Usually Canadian security officers are hired as ad- 
ministration personnel. They deal with traffic and minor 
security matters and have only civilian powers. Canadian 
security personnel can also be hired commissionaires 
or rent-a-cops. None of these have police powers. 

The convention had the atmosphere of a service 
club for campus cops, I was told. It was social as well 
as business and informational, The conference was more 
concerned with how to run a good shop than it was with 
dealing with “student troublemakers and riots’’. The 
latter had been more thoroughly discussed the year 
before. And was probably discussed in smaller, private 
groups. 

Control of students however did surface in one or two 

' of the public meetings. Richard Lester, Chairman of 
the Board of Simon Fraser University, called for the 
same laws to be enforced on the campus that were en- 
forced on the streets. 


FREEDOM TO DO NOTHING 


He also gave a good rendition of the myth that keeps 


academics powerless, and the administration strong, 
The university was the place for intellectual freedom, 
Lester said. “The price that is paid for this great 
freedom, is that it will not be translated into action, 
In a place where reason is king, action can only impair 
someone else's right to reason,” An obvious position, 
Intellectual activity without any attempt at action is 
not a threat to established power. 

The courts and injunctions should be used against 
people who disrupt universities, Lester said, This has 
been done to some extent at Simon Fraser. A number 
of people are under injunctions not to disrupt university 
facilities, Interpretation of this injunction could include 
such simple matters as arguing in a classroom, 

Lester said the injunctions should be used to isolate 
people who don't respect the courts from “the res- 
ponsible people”. 

Demonstrators shouldn’t be allowed to wreak ir- 
repairable damage on other people, he said, As an 
example he talked about a young woman he had given 
a lift down from SFU. She had been a student in the 
PSA department and had been affected by the strikes 
there. 

Lester bemoaned the fact that she had lost from 
four to eight months from her university career. She 
had also had to change courses. But the tears Lester 
was shedding over her fate were pretty self interested 
ones. She also told him that she didn't mind losing 


the four months, as she was in favour of the strikes. | 


At another meeting Eugene Frese, assistant to the 
U.S. Attorney General, said students should be charged 
with non-controversial offences that didn't have politi- 
cal overtones. 

According to the organizers he was invited so his 


‘influence could be used to get an IACUSD member 
on Nixon’s study commission on student unrest. The 


association felt they had been bypassed. 
Frese also said that demonstrations should be video- 
taped. Then student leaders could be identified and 
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arrested afterwards in a “non-emotional atmosphere”, 
And the video tape could serve as evidence, 

Most of the other meetings were routine “nuts and 
bolts affairs”, Some of the topics were: Incendiary 
devices and explosives, Physical and electronic security, 
Sex crimes, The psychopath, Computers and campus 
security, and Security personnel management, 

According to the U. Vic. students who I talked to, 
the best insights into the mentality of the campus cop 
ae from informal and personal conversation with, 
hem, 

The murder of four students at Kent State by the 


National Guard was mentioned. As a form of rebuttal 


outgoing president Swen Nielsen said that there were 
29 drug related deaths on campuses and “we never 
heard much furor’ over that,” Nielsen also said he 
would never go onto a major American campus unarmed, 

One security officer from a small state college in 
Montana was told about the Amchitka protest in Vic- 
toria. Two and a half thousand people had symbolically 
blockaded the ferry terminal, protesting nuclear bomb 
testing in the Amchitka islands. The campus cop said 
that would be obstructing a business and causing finan- 
cial loss, If it happened in his jurisdiction he would get 
a court injunction and if the people didn’t leave he would 
call in the National Guard. 

A delegate from Albany got involved in an argument 
with a U, Vic. student over the relative value of people’s 
lives. The student was saying that people's lives were 
more important than any damage they might inflict to 
a building they were occupying. The delegate's final 
retort was “when you are a taxpayer and have to pay 
for buildings you'll know,” 

Virtually every delegate the students talked to said 
they only shoot when their life or someone else’s life 
was threatened. But when they shoot they always shoot 
to kill, Brian Green told me. One campus cop said: 
Zz Yn is in danger it is in sufficient danger to shcot 
o kill,” 
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at the Party. And it will probably also centre around 
Phil Ochs. They will probably play instruments, play 
music and rap. 

They will probably talk about the sort of thing that 
screws groups up. They have to play the commercial 
circuit to survive, but that gets them away from the 
people. And if they play a lot of benefits they find they 
don’t get any commercial work, A music collective 
or co-operative booking might come out of this work- 
shop. 

*BETHUNE MEDICAL CADRE — Aided by the Red 
Cross and NOW the Medical Cadre will handle all med- 
ical hassles from aceidents, drugs or confrontation with 
the police, There will be a tent for drug freak outs. 

They will also be operating a workshop that will 
go through basic first aid and talk about the politics 
of medicine, 

Eventually they want to set up a People’s Free Cli- 
nic and they need supplies. These can be brought to 
the Party and left with the Cadre, They need; blankets, 
cots, airways (for mouth to mouth resuscitation), med-

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Bonner’s suggestions: to make juveniles exempt 
from minor records as well as adults, he decided 
to stop charging juveniles with the offenses as 
a stopgap. 

The . original idea was that instead of going 
before the courts, a juvenile breaking a minor 
law would be placed in the hands of a probation 
officer. However, the new regulations made no 
provisions for the increase of this type of staff 
According to Davis, this is why the policy failed, 
Kids breaking minor laws were merely taken to 
their parents by police, and while this worked 
all right for most kids, there was a “‘very very 
small minority °? who were destroying the peace 
and happiness of the public. Police claimed kids 
were laughing in their faces at them when they 
broke these laws. While it’s probable that the 
police were greatly exaggerating their difficulties, 
there’s no denying that some punks would have 
used a system like this for their fucked-up ad- 
. vantage. 

Davis would like to see more imagination being 
used in trying to help offenders. He feels the 
forestry camps scattered throughout B.C. are at 
least an improvement over the old straight-jail 
system, and said of the two ““outward-bound type” 
camps that at their worst they didn't make the 
kids more buggered-up than when they came in 
— unlike most “correction' programs', and at 
their best some men came out much improved. 

He mentioned that local magistrates, with the 
exception of Magistrate Wardell of Nanaimo, make 
little use of origìnal methods of punishments when 
dealing with young people. One method that has 
proved extremely successful in other places is 
giving kids a “sentence' of work hours instead 
of jail. The offender puts in a specified number 
of hours in his spare time and during weekends 
on labour that will prove useful to the community, 
while remaining with his friends and family. Some- 
times the punishment matches the crime — for 
example, a kid who destroys property rebuilds 
ìt, 

Davis even thinks spankings are a good idea 
in certain cases, although he says he isn’t generally 
a fan of corporal punishment. Jail whippings, he 
points out, are generally administered without thought 
to people who have already been hurt so much 
that it only makes them more angry. He believes 
there should be far more well-gualified people 
to work with young offenders, so that treatment 
can be matched to individual needs.
